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PREFACE. 



The best apology for the appearance of this book is the 
fact that the " Plain Guide " came before it. A few simple 
Instructions under that title were published in November and 
December, 1867. A more complete edition followed in March, 
1868. The rapid sale of the cheap edition, published in May, 
1868, seemed to make it a duty to revise the book from time 
to time, that it might be less unworthy of the work it was 
doing. But, as frequent changes are inconvenient, the "Plain 
Guide " will, for the future, be published as nearly as pos- 
sible in its present form. 

Hence the need of the present work, which may perhaps 
contain what is most wanting in its predecessor, and supply 
a more complete manual of Christian Doctrine, Duty, and 
Devotion, for private and family use. 

"Resting-places" will be found to contain in its first 
three " Parts ** nearly all the Instructions and a great part of 
the Devotions of the "Plain Guide." The remaining five 
"Parts" are new, a few Chapters only having been published 
before. 

In the sequel to a book which aimed at being very 
"Plain," there will naturally be many defects and more 
redundancies. "Resting-places" cannot hope to satisfy 
Christians who have been accustomed to the use of regular 
" Offices." But it may be a help to some who, while needing 
longer and more varied devotions than those cvt ^fcsk ^^'^s^cq.

" Resting-places " is chiefly compiled from English 
Bonrces. Many of the best known and most valued forms 
of devotion have been, for that very reason, excluded. It 
seemed better to seek new and unfamiliar treasures, than to 
re-print what had already been edited so frequently and so 
well. This may account for the fact that the present work 
does not contain ten pages in common with any of the most 
popular books of devotion now in use. 

Many of the hjrnms are new or unfamiliar, though a few 
favourites could not be passed by. My brother's verses, 
marked by his initials — T. B. P. — ^will, it is hoped, add to the 
usefulness of the book. 

There is an apparent lack of intercessions marked as 
such. Those which seemed most important are added to the 
short forms of prayer arranged for private and family use in 
a week. 

The book is divided into a number of short Chapters for 
the sake of more easy reference. Each "Part," however, is 
complete in itself, and is intended to supply a short manual 
of its subject. 

The " form " and type of the book were chosen with a 
view to its being bound up with a convenient edition of the 
Book of Conmion Prayer; that its Instructions and Devotions 
might lead up to and prepare for the words of the Church.

INTRODUCTION. 



To serve Gk)D ia to reign: to work for God is' to rest. 
This is our privilege : may it be our experience I 

We commonly describe the Christian Life as a race, a 
strife, or a journey. So Holy Scripture speaks of it, and so 
it is. But our statements are incomplete. We have to keep 
in mind that the Christian race and its prize save us from a 
more wearisome course of sin, — that the Christian's strife 
and his victory take the place of a more severe stru^le, 
whose only end would have been defeat and death, — that the 
Christian in his journey has already come to Mount Sion and 
to Jesus. If toil is the lot of the righteous, " there is no 
peace to the wicked." 

Part I. Faith is the first Resting-place of the soul. 
We know nothing of the unseen, till God supplies that know- 
ledge, giving us faith to receive it. In faith we rest, and are 
no more unsettled by any private opinions of our own. The 
teaching of God in His Church is our guide. Believing in 
Jesus we find rest unto our souls. In the Sacraments which 
the Lord commanded we have union with Him, receiving 
grace and power to do the will of God. 

Part H. Many of us forget that we were purged from 
our old sins : backsliders even forget their Resting-place in 
the Church of God. The way of Repentance is the only way 
of return : each step, painful though it be, is a foretaste of 
rest, and is itself a refreshing after the weariness of sin. 

Part HI. The restored soul finds pasture. The Sacra- 
mental Presence is its stay. When God reveals Himaeli vs^. 



the Resting-place prepared for His worship^ then the sinner's 
heart rejoices and his cup is fnlL 

Part IV. To dwell in the Honse of the Lord for ever 
is the aspiration of the soul that has truly seen God in His 
Sanctuary. We go on from strength to strength, — the Bread 
of Heaven our Food, the unwearying song of Heaven our Rest. 

Part V. Morning and Evening, at the least, we must 
present ourselves before the Lord. However distracted by 
the cares of this life, we can begin and end our daily toil by a 
few heart-prayers of yearning and searching for the Resting- 
place above. 

Part VL The voice of joy and health is in the dwelling 
of the righteous. Each family will go apart, morning and even- 
ing, to rest awhile in the service of God. 

Part Vll. Every change and trial may be made a time 
of refreshing and a place for the weary to rest in. Hearts 
fixed upon true joys in the future, have quietness and confi- 
dence now. 

Part VilL We are resigned to the changing seasons of 
our mortal life, when we learn our share in the unvarying 
plan of eternity. The summer and winter of the Christian 
year help us to be sober on the bright days and calm on the 
dark days of our earthly pilgrimage. The life which we live 
in the fiesh may have its joys and sorrows ; but their sun- 
shine and their shadows pass away. Our true life is hid with 
Ghrist in God. The Feasts and Fasts of His Church draw 
our hearts away from our own things, leading us to take up 
the Cross and follow HinL And those quiet Resting-places 
seem to mark the stages of the way by which we go to the 
many mansions of our Father's Home.

This is the Gk>spel that all 
Christians must believe : — 

I. God the Father made all 
things. In six days He made 
this world; and put Adam 
and Eve, the first man and 
woman, in the Garden of Eden. 
There the devil tempted Eve 
to eat of the fruit of a tree 
that Gk>D had told them not 
to touch. So God was angry 
at this sin, and by sin came 
death — not the death of the 
body only, but also the death 
of ttie soul for ever in Hell. 
But God so loved the world 
that He sent His Son to save 
sinners. 
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n. Gk>D the Son came to 
■aye all men. To do this He 
WAS MADE MAN. He had no 
Father on earth, but was con- 
ceived by the Holy Qhoat. 
The Blessed Virgm Mary was 
His Mother. He was bom at 
Bethlehem on Christmas Day, 
was brought np at Nazareth, 
and worked as a carpenter 
with S. Joseph, . who was 
thought to be His father. 
"When He was twelve years 
old, He stayed in the temple 
at Jerusalem, though S. Joseph 
and His mother knew not of 
it, and talked with the teach- 
ers of the law. When Jesus 
was about thirty years old. 
He was baptized by S. John 
the Baptist in the river Jor- 
dan; and was forty days in 
the wilderness tempted by the 
devil, yet without sin. He 
then went about doing good 
for three years and a half . He 
taught the people as QoD only 
could teach them, cast out 
devils, healed the sick, and 
raised the dead. All this time 
He was a poor man and aman 
of sorrows, not having even a 
place to live in. His twelve 
Apostles whom He had chosen, 
and some other faithful peo- 
ple, were with Him. At last, 
Judas, one of the twelve, 
betrayed His Master. Jesus 
gave Himself up to those that 
wished to kill Him. He suf- 
fered many things from His 
enemies on that sad night: 
they scourged Him, and spat 



upon Him, and struck Him, 
and put a crown of thorns 
upon His head. The next 
morning, on Good Friday, He 
suffered under Pontius Klate, 
the Roman governor of the 
country; being nailed to a 
cross on Mount Calvary, near 
Jerusalem. Two thieves were 
crucified with Him, one on 
His right hand and the other 
on His left. There our Bles- 
sed Saviour died, giving up 
His spirit into His Fathers 
hands, and going into the 
place of the dead. Joseph of 
Arimathea buried Him in his 
own new tomb. The Sacred 
Body of Jesus did not decay ; 
but He rose again on the third 
day, Easter Day, and showed 
Himself to His disciples and 
other witnesses. He stayed 
on earth forty days, telUng 
the Apostles what they were 
to do when He left them, pro- 
mising that the Holy Ghost 
would come to them. He wont 
up to heaven on Ascension 
Day. He is in heaven now 
with ^s Body and pleads for 
us ; and loves us as much as 
when He died to save us. He 
will come again some day to 
earth, and will judge us all, 
both the living and the dead. 
To those who are not ready 
to receive Him, He will then 
say, "Depart, ye Cursed," and 
to those that are ready He 
will say, ** Come, ye Blessed." 
m. God the Holy Ghost 
xni^es all Christians holy. 
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He first came to the disciples 
on "Whitsunday, ten days after 
Jesus had ascended. Then 
the Church of Christ was 
formed. That Church is one, 
for Chbist is one. It is holy, 
for the Holy Ghost is in it. 
It is apostolic, for it is built 
on the twelve Apostles. It is 
Catholic or universal, for it 
holds all the faith, and has in 
it all GtOD's people. There is 
a Communion of Saints; for 
all the holy ones, both the 
living and the dead, are one : 
they love and pray for one 
another. There is one Bap- 
tism for the Remission of 
Sins. It is by Holy Baptism 
that we are made members 
of Christ, and have all our 
sins washed away. And there 
is Pardon of Sins for those 
who fall after Baptism; if 
we confess our sins, we may 
have the gift of Absolution. 
We shall all rise again with 
our bodies. And that we 
may rise to glory, we must 
live in Christ and on Christ, 
while we live upon the 
earth. Jesus said, '*I am 
the Bread of Life ;" and just 
before He suffered on the 
cross He gave us the Blessed 
Sacrament of His Body and 
Blood, that we might eat and 
live for ever. We must all

These Ten Commandments 
of God toaoh us two things — 
our duty towards God, and 
duty towards oar neigh- 
bour. The first /our teach ns 
to love God above all for His 
own sake. The last six teach 
us to lave all men as onrselves 
for God's sake, and to do imto 
idl man as vrs wonld they 
ehould do mito us. 

Our doty towards God is 
to believe in Him as the only 
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true Gk)D, to worship Him 
aright, to honour His Holy 
Name and His Word, and to 
serve Him truly all the days 
of our life . Our duty towards 
our neighbour is to give due 
honour to all men, to hurt 
nobody by evil thought or word 
or deed, to keep our bodies 
pure, to be honest in all our 
dealings, to speak kindly and 
truly of all, and to desire 
nothing wrong. 

By keeping these Command- 
ments we do our duty, not 
only to Gk)D and man, but also 
to ourselves. When we sin 
against any of these Com- 
mandments we must humbly 
ask God to have mercy upon 
us, and to lead our hearts to 
keep His laws.

11.— SACRAMENTS. 

We cannot believe or do as 
we ought without God's help. 
So God has given us His Holy 
Sacraments as means of grace. 
Jbsus Christ was made man, 
and thus became the Saviour 
of all that come to Him : He 
now applies that salvation to 
each through Sacraments. 

I. By Holt Baptism we 
are washed from the sin of 
our birth, and bom again of 
water and of the Spirit. — 
Chapters 12-16. 

n. Holt Communion feeds 
us with the Most Precious 
Body and Blood of our Saviour 
Jesus Christ. — ^Part HI. 

Holy Baptism and Holy 
Communion are the two great 
Sacraments of the Gospel, 
appointed by Christ Himself, 
necessary for all Christian 
people. They stand above 
all other ordinances in the 
Church of God.

4. Absolution cleanses ns 
from sins committed after 
Baptism.

The Visitation of the Sick 
is described in S. James v. 
14. 15. Sick people ought to 
send for a clergyman before 
they are too weak to receive 
the fuU benefit of his help. 
The visit of a clergyman does 
not condemn a sick man to 
death : " the prayer of faith " 
may even "raise him up." 
Sickness is "Gtod's visitation:" 
the priest comes on God's 
behalf to help the afflicted to 
make his peace with God, or 
to minister to him according 
to the spetial needs of his 
soul. \_JP^ayers for the Sicky 
Part Vn.] 

The Prayer Book contains 
services for making, ordain- 
ing, and consecrating Bishops, 
Priests, and Deacons. The 
Deacon assists the Priest, the 
Priest celebrates all the Offices 
of the Church except Ordina- 
tion and Confirmation, which 



are reserved for the Bishop 
only. The clergy of the 
Church of England trace their 
descent from the Apostles 
whom the Lord Jesus or- 
dained. The Bishop of Rome, 
a few years ago, sent some 
Bishops to England; but, of 
course, it would be a sin for 
us to give up the clergy whom 
God has set over us, and fol- 
low the Roman clergy or any 
other teachers of religion who 
try to make converts. 

In Holy Matrimony a Chris- 
tian man and woman are 
"joined together by God;" 
and Jesus said, "What, there- 
fore, God hath joined together 
let not man put asunder." 
S. Mark X. 9. Some irreli- 
gious people hke to be "with- 
out God " in their marriage ; 
and the Registrar gives them 
a license to live together as 
man and wife. They think 
in this way to escape public 
disgrace ; but theirs is not 
Holy Matrimony. Church 
people should not marry in 
Advent or Lent, or during 
Great Festivals. 

The services used in the 
celebration of the Sacraments 
and other Ordinances are 
found in the Book of Common 
Prayer. In the title-page of 
that book you will see that 
we have the services " of the 
Church," that is, of the one 
Church of Christ; we have 
them *' according to the 
use" of the branch of that 
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Church which is planted in 
this land. A great part of 
the Prayer Book is very an- 
cient. Its forms of worship 
have been handed down from 
the early Ohnrch. " The use " 
of the Church of England 
was arranged very much in 
its present form in the year 
1549. Since that time the 
Prayer Book has been revised : 
it was put forth, just as we 
have it now, by the authority 
of the Church of England, in 
the year 1662. Some people, 
who do not believe Church 
doctrine, want the Prayer 
Book altered again ; and they 
blame the clergymen who 
obey the Prayer Book as it is. 
Alterations of that kind would 
be very sinful. For " the use " 
of the Church of England 
must agree with the doctrine 
of «' the Church " of which it 
is a part. 1 Cor, xi. 16. 



12.— HOLY BAPTISM. 

The first Sacrament is that 
by which we first come to 
Jesus. This is what the 
Bible says to you — *' As many 
of you as have been baptized 
into Christ have put on 
Christ." Gal iii. 27. There- 
fore, of course, as many as 
have not been baptized have 
not put on Christ, and are 
none of His. All baptized 
persons are Christians, though 
they are not all good Ohris- 
tiaos. But no nnbaptized 



personB are Christians, though 
they may be trying to do 
what is good. All baptized 
persons are children of Gk)D, 
though they are not all obe- 
dient children. But no un- 
baptized persons are children 
of GtoD, though they may 
do some things that God's 
children do. This seems 
quite plain. We cannot save 
ourselves, or make ourselves 
God's people. It must be 
God's act, and He has taught 
us that He does it in Holy 
Baptism. We must be bom 
again. We can't be saved by 
our own good thoughts, or 
feelings, or faith. Jesus 
Christ is our only Saviour, 
and we must come to Him to 
be saved. Therefore "repent 
and be baptized, every one of 
you." Acts ii. 38. You must 
come to your Saviour in this 
way. and not in any other 
way of your own. Hear His 
words, "Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee. Except a man be 
bom of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God." S. John 
111. 5. 



13.— INFANT BAPTISM. 

Infants must be baptized 
as soon as possible after their 
birth. It is very wrong to 
put ofiF this duty, as some 
people do, for months or even 
years. Jesus said, "Suffer 
the little children t^ <^<3vos& 
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unto Me, and forbid them 
not." S, Mark x. 14. " Re- 
gistration" is not Baptism. 
Registration means only that 
the infant has been bom into 
this -world — "bom in sin:'* 
Baptism means that in it the 
infont has been bom again of 
water and of the Spirit. Bap- 
tism is more than " naming." 
The Christian name is only a 
sign of the new birth into 
God's family, just as the sur- 
name is a sign of the infant's 
birth into its parents' family. 
Names that are really " Chris- " 
tian" can be chosen from the 

• 

Chnrch Elalendar. Infants 
onght to be baptized publicly, 
that is, in Church during the 
service ; that the people may 
be reminded of their own 
Baptism, and may pray for 
the children. The ofl&ce for 
the "Public Baptism of In- 
fants" ought not to be used 
in Church as a private ser- 
vice, when there is not a 
public service going on. It 
is the duty of every Christian 
to do all he can to bring in- 
fants to Holy Baptism, and to 
take care tlmt no infants die 
without this blessing. It is 
not necessary for either father 
or mother to be present at the 
Baptism of their child. The 
mother should be Churched 
as soon as she can go out. 
No fee should be given to any 
one for baptizing a child, or 
writing its name in the re- 
gisters. 



Christian people onght to 
be glad to act as sponsors for 
their friends' children, when 
asked to do so. Some per- 
sons are afraid to do this ; for 
they think they shall have to 
answer for the children's 
sins. This is a great mis- 
take. All that God-fathers 
and Gbd-mothers have to do 
is to help parents in the care 
of their children's souls, by 
seeing that the children are 
taught their duty to God and 
man. You will find all this 
explained in the end of the 
Baptismal Service. It is the 
duty of parents and Gk)d- 
parents to train up children 
" in the nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord." It is a 
great sin for Church people 
to neglect the teaching of 
their children, or to send 
them to any but Church 
Schools, where they will be 
trained up in the religion into 
which they have been bap- 
tized. 

The Rules of the Prayer 
Book allow " dipping " or 
" pouring." They do not say 
anything about " sprinkling 
infants or adults. 



14.— PRIVATE BAPTISM. 

When an infant is in danger 
of death, but not otherwise, 
the priest should be asked to 
baptudfijit privately. If there 
is not. time to get a priest, 
any uam or woman may bap- 
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tize, being careful to pour 
clean water on the infant, and 
to say, while pouring it, the 
Christian name, with these 
words — "I baptize thee in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen." Infants baptized 
privately are truly and per- 
fectly baptized, if water and 
the right words are used ; and 
they must not be baptized 
again. But, if a child so 
baptized gets well, it must 
be taken to Church to be pub- 
licly " received into the Con- 
gregation of Christ's flock," 
and signed with the sign of 
the cross. 

Common sense as well as 
religion tells us that only 
children that have had Chris- 
tian Baptism can have Chris- 
tian Bmial. Those only who 
were given to God in His 
appointed way when they 
were alive can be committed 
to His care when they are dead. 



15.— ADXJLT BAPTISM. 

If you were not bap- 
tized when a child, you must 
not put off that necessary 
Sacrament. Do not say that 
you won't be baptized, because 
you are not good enough. The 
question is, do you wish to be 
better than you are? Whether 
you are what is called bad or 
good, the blessings dL H<^ly 
Baptism may be yoursjfifyou 
only seek them with all y6iir 



heart. Pray to GpD to for- 
give your past neglect, and to 
guide you now. 

Your parish clergjrman will 
help you in your preparation. 
Don't wait for him to find out 
that you are unbaptized ; but 
go to him as soon as you can, 
and don't be afraid to tell 
him yourself. 

Before Baptism you must 
read, if you can, the Service 
for the "Public Baptism of 
such as are of riper years, 
and able to answer for them- 
selves." You will find it in 
the Prayer Book, just before 
the Catechism. The title of 
the Service tells you what it 
means. You are now " of 
riper years;" and, as you 
have lived some years in the 
world, you have many stains 
of sin on your souL You 
were bom in sin; and you 
have, more or less, lived in 
sin. You are now coming to 
Holy Baptism to have all 
those sins washed away ia 
your Saviour's Precious Blood, 
and to be received into His 
Church as a child of Gk>i>. 
You have to "answer for 
yourself ; " so you must know 
all you can about the religioxL 
of Christ. The Church 
Catechism will help you in 
this. The Creed will tell you 
what you must believe; the 
Ten Commandments will show 
you what you i^ust do; the 
Lord's Prayer will teach you 
how God lets His childbren. 
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pray to Him; and everything 
in the Catechism will help you 
to know the great gift that 
God would grant you, and the 
need of seeking it well. Read 
the four questions in the Bap- 
tismal Service that you will 
have to answer when you 
come to he haptized ; and he 
ready to profess your faith as 
one that truly desires to live 
a godly life. 

At the time of your bap- 
tism, come with prayer and 
fasting, and think of nothing 
but of the blessing you seek. 
For it is God that grants it 
to you, and the priest only 
acts for God. Think of the 
Baptism of your Saviour — 
liow the heavens were opened, 
and the Spirit descended like 
a dove, and the voice of the 
Father said, " This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased." S. Matt. iii. 16, 17. 
This tells you what to hope 
for. The gates of heaven are 
shut against sinners ; but the 
Son of God has opened them 
to all believers who confess 
Him as you are doing. Pray 
for the baptism of the Spirit. 
Pray that God may own you 
as His child, and be well 
pleased with you always. 

After baptism, do not for- 
get that you "have been 
purged from your old sins." 
Guard well the gift of God, 
and try to live the life of a 
Christian. Read £ph. ii. 1-5, 
and CoL i. 10-13. You have 



now a right to say the Lobd s 
prayer, and to call Gk>D your 
Father. 



16.— RENEWAL OF BAP- 
TISMAL VOWS. 

The grace of Holy Baptism 
comes only once. Nobody 
who has been baptized as an 
infant can be baptized again. 
It is a great sin to repeat the 
Sacrament in any case. Yet 
it is well to keep in mind the 
blessings of Holy Baptism. 
You may from time to time 
renew your vows, and ask 
God to stir up His gift in you. 

When you do this, go to 
your Father in secret, and 
think of the time when he 
first made you His child at 
the Holy Font. You were 
bom in sin, but then you 
were new-bom of water and 
of the Spirit How pure you 
were when GoD thus cleansed 
you I Think of this, and 
think also of your sins. Think 
how often yon have broken 
your vows, and stained your 
souL Then, meekly kneeling 
on your knees, tell God of 
your longing to have revived 
in your soul the grace of 
Holy Baptism, and to make a 
solemn resolve to live up to 
your Christian profession. 
Then say solemnly and 
thoughtfully — 

In the name of the 4- 
Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 
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OnrFather. [SayiheLor^s 
Prayer^ 

I renounce the devil and 
all his works, the vain pomp 
and glory of the world, with 
all covetous desires of the 
same, and the carnal desires 
of the flesh, so that I will not 
follow nor be led by them. 

I believe all the Articles of 
the Christian Faith. 

I will try to keep God's 
Holy Will and Command- 
ments. 

I heartily thank my hea- 
venly Father, that he hath 
called me to this state of sal- 
vation, through Jesus Chmst 
my Saviour. And I pray 
mito God to give me His 
grace, that I may continue in 
the same unto my life's end. 

I thank Thee, Lord, for 
my birth, but chiefly for my 
new birth in Holy Baptism. 
Let me not forget the object 
of my birth, nor depart from 
the blessing of my baptism. 
Let me ever keep the state of 
grace and salvation that Thou 
hast given me ; and if by sin 
I ever fall from it, let me by 
repentance rise again to it. 
Lord, who gavest me this life 
on earth : grant me a better 
life with Thee in heaven ; for 
His sake, whose Birth, Life, 
and Death make all ours 
blessed, Jesus Chbist our 
Lord. Amen. 

This devotion may be used 
at any time. It is good to 
B 



use it on the Feast of the 
Epiphany, Jan. 6, when the 
Church tells you of Chbist^s 
Baptism ; on Easter-Eve and 
Whitsun-Eve, the days that 
used to be set apart in the 
Church for the baptizing of 
converts ; on the anniversary 
of your own Birth or Baptism; 
on the Feast-day of the Saint 
whose name you may bear; 
when you are present at a 
baptism of infants or adults ; 
after any fall into sin, or 
after receiving any great 
mercy from God. 



IT.—CONFmMATION. 

When you were fed as an 
infant, you did not know ajuy- 
thing about the way food 
kept you aUve. When you 
were baptized as an infant, 
you did not know anything 
about the way Baptism gave 
you new life. It was the 
duty of those that loved you 
to see that you were fed and 
baptized, simply because both 
were for your good. Because 
you were fed as an infant, 
and so kept alive, you have 
to take your place in the 
world, and work for yourself. 
Just in the same way, because 
you were baptized as an in- 
fant, and made a Christian, 
you must take your place in 
God's Church, and live a 
Christian life. In your Cate- 
chism you have often been 
asked the question, "Dost 
thou not thiiik that tbs^xb^ "vsN* 
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bound to believe and to do 
as they [yonr God-parents] 
have promised for yon ?" and 
yon hJEtve said, "Yes, verily; 
and by Qgd's help so I will.** 
From this yon learn three 
things: — 

1. Confirmation is not a 
taking npon yourself of vows 
by which your God-parents 
mere bound, for they were 
never bound by your vows. 
Yon were bound by the vows 
made at your baptism: they 
only promised to have you 
taught the promise tfou had 
made by them. 

2. Confirmation is not a 
mere renewal of your bap- 
tismal vows, for as we saw in 
Chapter 16, you may do that 
as often as God's grace leads 
you to it, without the help of 
Bishop or Priest. 

8. The only new thing that 
Confirmation binds you to is 
to confess Chbist "openly 
before the Church," as the 
preface to the Confirmation 
Service says. 

Now that you see what you 
are to do, let me show you 
what you are to get from God 
in Confirmation. Holy Bap- 
tism gave you life; Confirm 
mation gives you slarength. 
In Holy Baptism you wero 
bom of water and of the 
Spirit: in Confirmation you 
seek more grace to bring 
forth the fruits of the Spirit. 
This is the real meaning of 
Chn&rmaiaon, You must not 



think too much of what yov 
do yourself, but rather of the 
good work of God upon your 
soul. 

From all this you will see 
the strange mistake that some 
people make, when they put 
ofiF Confirmation till they grow 
up. They think that they 
have to learn a great deal, 
and be very good before they 
are confirmed. All the while 
they forget that Confirmation 
means strengthening ; and 
that it is the young, and the 
weak, and the tempted that 
most need that grace. No- 
body, who is in earnest, is 
either too young or too old to 
be confirmed. In the early 
Church, Confirmation used to 
come close after Baptism in 
the case both of infants and 
grown-up people. It is a very 
good thing for children to 
give themselves early to God. 
How many might be saved 
from sin and woe, if they had 
God's strengthening grace 
before they went out into the 
world and were tempted to 
sin I But if you have not 
been confirmed in your early 
days, there is all the more 
reason why you should not 
put it off any longer. No 
matter how old you are : God 
will receive you. Young peo- 
ple have the promise, " Those 
that seek Me early shall find 
Me.** You must hear God's 
voice saying to you, "It is 
time to seek the Lord.** 
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Of oonne it is a very 
solemn thing to come to Con- 
firmation, bnt it is a very sad 
thing not to come when Qod 
eallB ; for Jbbub said — "Who- 
soever therefore shall confess 
Me before men, him will I 
confess also before My Father 
Which is in Heaven. But 
whosoever shall deny Me be- 
fore men, him will I also deny 
before My Father Which is in 
Heaven." S. Matt x. 82, 33. 

You will be taught by the 
Priest what to do before you 
come to be confirmed. You 
will read in the Bible how 
people, who had been baptized 
by a Minister, afterwards 
were confirmed by Apostles ; 
and will see why the Bishop 
comes to lay his hands on 
you. Acts viii. 6, 12, 14, 16. 
The chief thing is to examine 
yourself. The Clergyman 
wiU help you in this part of 
your preparation. 

On the day of Confirmation 
don't think too much of your 
dress : let it be neat and plain. 
Be silent and thoughtful when 
you go to Church. Be care- 
ful to join in the service. Say 
" I do " clearly, and as if you 
meant it. Receive the lay- 
ing-on of hands with meek- 
ness and faith, bowing down 
your head in adoration. Re- 
member that it is God that 
acts by the Bishop. 

After Confirmation hear 
God's voice saying to you — 
**Thou, therefore, My son, 
b2 



[or, My daughter] be strong 
in the grace that is in Christ 
Jbsus."— <'Be thou faithful 
unto death, and I will give 
thee a crown of lif e.** 2 TVm. 
iL 1 ; JRev, x. 2. Read also 
Gal V. 16-25, and Uph, vi. 
10-18. 

If you cannot be confirmed 
soon, you may come to the 
Holy Communion if you are 
"ready and desirous to be 
confirmed.'* [See Rubric at 
the end of the Confirmation 
Service.] If you have been 
confirmed, and have not re- 
ceived the Holy Communion 
afterwards, you have commit- 
ted a great sin. Read Part 
in. and speak to your Clergy- 
man.

18.— RENEWAL OF CON- 
FIRMATION VOWS. 

The grace of Confii-mation 
is only given once. If you 
have been confirmed, you can- 
not be confirmed a second 
time. But you may have the 
grace of Confirmation revived 
in your soul, and may renew 
your vows. 

To do this you must see 
how far you have used the 
grace given to you at your 
Confirmation, and hQw far 



you have been a good soldier 
or a coward under the stand- 
ard of the Cross. Then con- 
fess the wrong that you have 
done, and renew your purpose 
of fighting against the enemies 
of your soul ; praying for the 
strength and help of the Holy 
Ghost, vdthout Whom you can 
do no good thing. Lastly, 
say, on your knees, the fol- 
lowing devotion — 

In the name of the + Fa- 
ther, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

Our Father, [/Say the Lord's 
Prayer ] 

Strengthen me, I pray Thee, 
Lord, with the Holy Ghost 
the Comforter, and daily in- 
crease in me Thy gifts of 
grace ; the spirit of wisdom 
and understanding ; the spirit 
of counsel and strength ; the 
spirit of knowledge and true 
godliness ; and fill me, Lord, 
with the spirit of Thy holy 
fear, now and for ever. Amen. 

Let Thy fatherly hand, I 
beseech Thee, Lord, ever 
be over me; let Thy holy 
Spirit ever be with me ; and 
so lead me in the knowledge 
and obedience of Thy Word, 
that in the end I may obtain 
everlasting life, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. Amen.

This devotion may be used 
at any time. It is good to use 
it on Whitsunday, when the 
Holy Ghost came down upon 
the Apostles ; on the Anniver- 
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flaryofyonrownConfinnation; 
as often aa you aro present at 
a Confirmation, or when there 
is one in your neighbourhood ; 
when you are greatly tempted 
to sin, or tried in any other 
way; when you have fallen 
into any sin or danger. 



19._SIGN OF THE 
CROSS. 

Every infant that is bap- 
tized is signed with the sign 
of the cross, in token that he 
** shall not be ashamed to con- 
fess the Faith of Christ cru- 
cified." For this reason, 
among others, we use the sa- 
cred sign. When we use it 
with the Invocation — " In the 
Name of the -|- Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen" — ^it forms a 
short Creed, meaning that we 
believe in Three Persons in 
One Gk)D, and that all our 
hope is in Jesus, Who died on 
the Cross. We ought not to 
be ashamed of our faith, or of 
this way of declaring it. You 
can sign yourself by making 
a line with your right hand 
from your forehead to your 
breast, and another line from 
your left shoulder to your 
right. The sacred sign is a de- 
fence against temptation, espe - 
eially against evil thoughts. 
It may be used at the begin- 
ning and end of your prayers, 
and before you commence any 
work of importance or diffi- 



culty. But it is very wrong 
to use the sign in a formal 
way, or to wear a cross or 
crucifix as a mere ornament. 
A crucifix is a cross with a 
figure of our Saviour upon 
it. S, John iii. 14, 15.

28.— SIN. 

Sin is the worst thing in 
the world. There are two 
kinds of sin — ^the sin of our 
birth and the sin of our life. 

1. The sin of our birth 
comes to us from our first 
father Adam. God made man 
pure and good like Himself. 
But Adam fell into sin, and all 
his children are sinners too. 
Every child is bom in sin, and 
must be bom again of water 
and of the Spirit. The sin 
of our birth is taken away by 
our new birth in Holy Bap- 
tism. When we are baptized, 
we are made members of the 
Church, which is the Body of 
Christ, the Second Ad!am. 
This makes us children of 
God, and heirs of heaven. 

2. — The second kind of sin 
is the sin of our life. The 
sin of our birth is taken away 
by our second birth, but its 
mark is on us still. Though 
we are made Christians, our 
bodies are weak, and we must 
die like other men. Our souls 
are weak too ; and they will 
die. again, if God's grace does 
not keep them in life. Sin is 
the sickness that kills the 
soul. Men go astray ^* as soon 



as they are bom." — Ps, Iviii, 
3. " There is none that doeth 
good, no not one." — Ps. xiv. 21. 
No man is free from sin. " la 
many things we offend alL" — 
S. James iii. 2. 

Three great enemies lead 
us into sin — the devil, the 
world, and the flesh. 

1. The devil led our first 
parents astray; and he now 
goes about to devour us. We 
have to fight against the devil 
and his angels. 

2. The world is against us. 
too. It leads us wrong by its 
follies and vanities. Bad peo- 
ple in the world want to make 
God's people as bad as they 
are. Everyone has trials of 
this kind. 

3. Worst of all, the flesh is 
against us. The devil and 
his angels go about to kill us, 
and come to us with their 
temptations. Bad people seem 
nearer to us than the devil : 
the world is around us always, 
and it is not easy to escape it. 
But the greatest danger is 
within us. We all have evil 
hearts. So, when God's Holy 
Spirit would make us pure, 
the flesh, our evil nature, 
works against Him. Oox «2^- 
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fnl desires are very strong, 
and it is hard to keep them 
down. 

We sin in three ways — ^in 
thought, word, and deed. 

1. A bad thought is one 
that brings to our mind a thing 
which it would be wrong to 
Bay or do. K you drive away 
the thought as soon as you 
know it to be sinful, you do 
not stain your soul, but gain 
a victory. When a bad thought 
comes back again and again, 
but you fight against it each 
time till you beat it back and 
get rid of it, then you gain 
a far greater victory. It is 
wrong to dwell on a bad 
thought as if listening to it, 
to take any kind of pleasure 
in it, or to be slow in driving 
it away, even though you do 
not let it stay long. And, 
when you give consent to the 
thought of sin, or carry it out 
in word or deed, your sin is 
then greater than before. You 
must guard your heart. Wrong 
thoughts lead to wrong words 
and deeds. 

2. It is very hard to keep 
from saying what is wrong. 
Most people talk a great deal 
too much. And when the 
heart is full of sin, the lips 
will shew it. 

3. Wrong acts come from 
wrong thoughts and words. 
When we have sinned with 
our hearts or our tongue, we 
make our guilt far worse by 
going on to d!o what is wicked. 



There is another way of 
marking our sins. Some peo- 
ple think that they will be 
saved, because they do nobody 
any harm. But this is not 
enough. You must let Gk)D 
guide your thoughts, worde^ 
and actions. You must '^ cease 
to do evil," but you must also 
" learn to do well." You sin — 

1. When you think, say, or 
do anything wrong. 

2. When you are slow in 
thinking, saying, or doing any- 
thing right. 

You see now that it is a sin 
not to do your duty. 

You ought to try to do all 
parts of your duty to — 

1. God. 2. Your neighbour. 
3. Yourself. 

There is one thing that 
ought to be kept in mind al- 
ways — the great evil of sin. 

1. Every little venial sin, 
no matter how small you may 
think it, does you great harm. 
It spoils the good work of God 
in you. It stains and weakens 
your soul. 

2. If you do not take care, 
venial sins will lead to mortal 
sins — I mean, you will be 
tempted to sin wilfully against 
God in greater things; and 
will be led to wicked deeds 
that will take away the life of 
your souL If you grieve the 
Holy Spirit, He may leave 
you. If God's grace and help 
are lost on account of your 
sins, then your soul must die. 

The sins called mortal or

deadly, with the yirtnes most 
unlike them, are these : —

1. Prida 1. Humilitj. 

2. Coyetonsness. 2. Liberality.

The chief thing yon have 
to do is to try to find ont the 
sins that most beset yoiL Most 
likely yonr worst sin is one of 
the seven deadly sins. Yon 
will find all the chief forms 
of those sins in the list of 
sins against the Ten Com- 
mandments, which is given in 
the next Chapter. 

Yon have another danger 
to flee. Even when yon think 
that yon are not doing any- 
thing wrong, yon may sin by 
having share in the sin of 
others. This yon may do in 
nine ways^ — 

1. TeUingany person, whom 
yon may have in your power, 
to do anything wrong. 

2. Advising any person, 
whom yon may be able to 
guide, to do anything wrong. 

3. Setting a bad example, 
which others may follow. 

4. Giving your consent to 
anything sinful. 

5. Permitting sin that you 
might have stopped. 

6. Taking part of what is 
got by sin. 

7. Hiding sin or sinners. 

8. Defending sin or sinners. 



9. Saying or doing anything 
to excite others to sin. 

Above all things take care 
to avoid, as far as you can, all 
persons, places, and occasions 
that are likely to lead you 
into sin. Many people, who 
are afraid to sin, take pleasure 
in going near sin. Then they 
excuse themselves by saying 
that the temptation was too 
strong. Beware of this. *'Gk)D 
is not mocked." ReadPsahnL 



29.— LIST OF SmS. 

[The List of Sins follows 
the order of the Ten Command- 
ments of Uod, which are given 
in Chapter 9.] 

L Loving any person or 
thing more than God — ^pleas- 
ing yourself instead of doing 
the will of Gk)D — ^trusting in 
your own strength instead of 
in the help of the Holy Ghost 
— setting up your private 
judgment above the truth

bowing, kneeling, and stand- 
ing at the proper times — doing 
these and other such things 
for people to see you — being 
afraid of getting laughed at 
for shewing reverence at 
Church, or to holy things — 
laughing at others for what 
you think their reverence or 
want of reverence — not asking 
the advice of God's Pi-iest, or 
not going to Confession when 
you need it — not being present 
at Holy Communion on Sun- 
days and other Holy-days, 
when you can come — going 
out of Church before the Com- 
munion Service is over — not 
receiving Holy Communion at 
stated times — receiving It 
without due preparation — 
leaving out your private pray- 
ers, morning or evening — 
saying your prayers without 
praying — not kneeling at 
prayer — fortune-telling. 

ni. Saying God's Holy 
Name in common talk, and in 



a light way— quoting the Bible 
without reverence — speaking 
evil of God, and despising 
holy things — speaking idly or 
carelessly of Holy Baptism, 
Confirmation, Confession, and 
Holy Communion ; or talking 
lightly of God's Saints, and 
of the Ceremonies of the 
Church — talking too muoh 
about religious questions, or 
about your own religious feel- 
ings — acting the hjrpocrite— 
going through religious ser- 
vices in a formal way — taking 
Gk)D's Name in vain by not 
acting according to the Chris- 
tian Name and profession of 
your Baptism — breaking your 
Baptismal and Confirmation 
Vows, or any promises made 
to God in sickness and at any 
other time — ^making a careless 
or imperfect Confession. 

rV. Doing work on Sundays 
that might be done at other 
times — buying and selling on 
Sundays ; or spending the day 
in sleeping, walking with care- 
less people, idleness, worldly 
pleasure, and sin — staying 
away from Church for slight 
reasons — ^not keeping Feasts 
and Fasts, such as Ascension 
Day and Good Friday — wast- 
ing your time — ^not trying to 
serve God truly all the days 
of your life. 

V. Children, Not showing 
love and respect to your pa- 
rents — doing forbidden things 
— not doing what you are told 
to do— doing things without 
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leave or taking things without 
leave — not helping yonr pa- 
rents in trouble, sickness, and 
old age — speaking rudely to 
them, and speaking unduti- 
fuUy of them to others — not 
praying for your father and 
mother, and all set over you — 
playing truant — idleness at 
school — want of respect to 
your pastors and masters — 
^viDg needless trouble. 

Parents, Unjust partiality — 
not having your children bap- 
tized soon aftor their birth — 
not teaching them to say their 
prayers, and to do their duty 
to God and man — not sending 
them to a Church School on 
Sundays and Week-<lay8, if 
they need it — letting them go 
into bad company, and wander 
about in the evenings — not 
wamingthem against sin, set- 
ting them a bad example, or 
in any other way letting them 
go into the way of temptation 
— ^ill-using them or spoiling 
them — spending on yourself 
the money needed for your fa- 
mily — ^not praying for your 
children. 

A U, Not giving due honour 
to all men — not keeping in 
mind your duty to those set 
over you, the Church and the 
Clergy, the Queen and other 
mlers, your employers and 
helpers — choosing a place 
of work where your faith or 
good character may bo lost, 
fmd obeying man rather than 
Gop through false shame — 



not following the advice ol 
your pastor — selfishness — ^un- 
kindness — ^rudeness. 

VI. Anger in thought, word, 
or deed — hastiness of temper 
— abuse — threats — revenge, 
or desire of it — suUenness — 
fretfulness — wishing harm to 
anyone — ^making others an- 
gry by harsh and i-ude words 
or actions — insult — tyranny 
- — cruelty to animals — quar- 
relling or loading others to 
quarrel — doing hann to the 
souls of others by bad exam- 
ple, bad books, or bad company 
— not trying to do good to 
others. 

YII. Thoughts, desires, 
looks, words, and actioi|s a- 
gainst modesty and purity, 
either with others or when 
God only sees you — Pleading 
others into impurity, and go- 
ing yourself in the way and 
in the sight of it, even when 
you do not intend to sin — 
speaking lightly of what is 
impure — using or lending bad 
books and pictures — boldness 
of manner, words, dress, and 
looks — vanity — being fond of 
dress and admiration — eating 
and drinking more than is 
good for you — talking and 
thinking too much about food 
— not saying Grace at meals — 
sleeping too much — giving 
way to idleness and sloth, 
neglecting your work, not 
denying yourself, and not 
I keeping the Fasts appointed 
by the Church. 
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VnL Stealing, cheating, 
receiving and keeping what 
was stolen — ^bnying and sell- 
ing nnf airly — ^taking part in 
theft, fraud, and injustice; or 
wishing to do so — ^wasting or 
injuring what belongs to 
others — wastingyour employ- 
er's time, and doing your work 
badly — ^following an unlawful 
trade, or trading unlawfully 
because others do so — buying 
things without intending to 
pay — carelessness in business 
— breaking promises and 
agreements — helping others 
to do anything dishonest — 
letting others take what is in 
your charge— not giving back 
whdl you have got dishonest- 
ly to the person wronged, or 
to his heirs, or to the poor — 
not making amends, as far as 
you can, for any wrong done 
to any other — not paying 
taxes. 

IX. Lies — ^the habit of add- 
ing to a story — ^making care- 
less statements — false witness 
— speaking of the faults and 
defects of others without 
cause, and with pleasure — 
talking too much — gossipping 
— telling tales and secrets — 
being glad to think, hear, or 
speak evil of others — rash 
judgments — false promises — 
Braking so as to lead people 
to think that you know evil 
of anyone — helping others to 
speak against their neigh- 
bours by guessing and asking 
qnestioufl — ^not restoring the 



good name of anyone whom 
you have slandered — flattery, 
pretended friendship, and 
backbiting. 

X. Discontent — complain- 
ing of your lot in life— pee- 
vishness— longing for riches, 
rank, or honour that others 
have — jealousy and envy — 
not trying to do your best 
where Gk)D has placed yon — 
depending on others when yon 
ought to learn and labour to 
get your own living — not giv- 
ing what you can to GfoD, and 
to His poor, for the benefit of 
the souls and bodies of men, 
for Chbist's sake — stinginess 
—not denymg your desires 
and will : not keeping under 
your body: not trying to 
make God's will the rule of 
your life. 



30.-SELF-EXAMINATION. 

It is not enough to say that 
you are a sinner like other 
people. Everybody will con- 
fess this. God asks yon, 
^* What is this that thou hast 
done?" Cr'cn. iii. 13. 

You are to examine your- 
self and not others. ** Every 
one of us shall give account 
of himself to GrOD." Rom, xiv. 
12. Don't think of other men's 
sins. Seek cleansing for your 
own souL 

Ton ought not to put off 
this duty ; for delay 

1. Strengthens evil habits, 
and weakens your power of 
resisting them. 
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S, Shuts by degrees the 
dooi of GoD*B mercy. 

You cannot examine your- 
self without God*b help. **Th6 
way of the wicked is as dark- 
ness : they know not at what 
they stumble." ^^ There is a 
way which seemeth right unto 
a man, but the end thereof 
are the ways of death." Prov, 
iy. 19; xiv. 12. 

Begin your self-examina- 
tion by saying this prayer: 

'* How many are mine ini- 
quities and sins ? Make me 
to know my transgression and 
my sin." *' Try me, God, 
and seek the ground of my 
heart: prove me and examine 
my thoughts. Look well if 
tiiere be any way of wicked- 
ness in me, and lead me in the 
way everlasting.' Job. xiii, 
28; Ps. cxxxix. 23, 24. 

Then think of yourself as 
a child of God, and of your 
wickedness in following the 
temptations of the world — the 
flesh — and the devil — Binning 
against God — your neighbour 
— and yourself — in thought — 
word — and deed — . Think 
not only of mortal sins — but 
also of venial sins — . Try to 
Biul out your worst and most 
Basily - besetting sins — also 
whether you have helped any 
other to sin — , Notice in each 
Base how far you sinned 
through ignorance—weakness 
-*or wilfulness — , Chapters 
38 and 29 will help you so far 
In your work. 



You may go on to think of 
the places and company yon 
have been in — ^your amuse- 
ments and work— your waste 
of money, time, and talents — 
your temptations and sins in 
hearing; seeing, knowing, 
thinking, desiring, speaking, 
enjoying, keeping in mind 
anythii:^ against the law of 
God. 

Some sins need to be care- 
fully weighed — 

1. The/>ei'<so}i, that is, your- 
self who offended ; also those 
with whom, and against whom 
you offended. 

2. The matter in or about 
which you sinned. 

3. The length of time the 
sin was continued. 

4. The nature of the place. 

5. The end aimed at. 

6. The means used. 

7. The number of your re- 
lapses. 

8. The injury done by the 
sin, in the way of damage, or 
scandal, or bad example. 

Ask these questions : — 
Who else? What? Where? 

How long ? 
Why? How? What times? 
What wrong ? 

Sorrow for Sin. 

It is not enough to count 
up your sins. You will be 
truly sorry for sin, if you 
think seriously about it. For 
by your sins you have — 

1. Offended against your 
Father in Heaven. 



2. Slighted the work and 
renewed tlio BnfTerin^R of 
Je8U8 Christ yonr Simour. 

3. Grieved or (|uonched the 
Holy Spirit. 

4. Mudo the devil and his 
angels glad. 

5. Made the good angels 
sorry. 

6. Lost the happiness of 
heaven. 

7. Deserved the miseiy of 
hell. 

8. Given scandal to the 
Church. 

9. Ilolpcd and encouraged 
the wicked. 

10. Forsaken the way of 
peace. 

Do not trust in your own 
feelings, or ex|>ect to bo saved 
by them. Do not vox your- 
self about the degree of your 
sorrow. But pray to God to 
help you to be soiTy for sin 
as committed against Him, 
Who has been a kind, mer- 
ciful Father to you. For this 
is contrition or *' godly sor- 
row." It ought to^ 

1. Come from God as its 
Author. 

2. Take in all your sins. 

3. Make you hate sin above 
all things. 

Turning from Sin, 

Do not confound Regener- 
ation and Conversion. Re- 
generation is God's gift of the 
new birth in Holy Baptism, 
without works ; Conversion is 
your turning away from sin to 



good worksimderthe gnldaaee 
of the Holy Spirit. Reg«Dfln- 
tion comes onoe and in a mo- 
ment: Conversion need not 
have any definite beginnings 
may l)egin more than once, and 
in the work of a life-time. 
Wo die unto sin onoe: we 
kill sin every day, God calls 
upon all of us to repent, that 
is to forsake sin. **'Qodij 
sorrow workoth repentance to 
salvation." — 2 Cor. vii. 9-11. 



31.— CONFESSION. 

Sin is the soul's disease. If 
you examine yourself, yon will 
see how great your sin has 
been, and how sick yonr aonl 
is. 

When people feel a little 
sick, they try to cure tbem- 
s( Ives. To do this tiiey take 
some medicine that has done 
them good before, and so may 
getivlicf. But when they find 
themselves very sick, and are 
afi*aid that they may die in 
their sickness, then they send 
at once for the doctor. When 
he comes, they tell biTn just 
how they feel. He looks at 
them, and tries to find out all 
that is wrong. He asks ques- 
tions about what they have 
been doing, and how they are. 
And then he does his best to 
find out the right medicine 
to give them, tells them how 
they are to take it, and what 
they are to do in order thai 
they may get well again. 
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How qnickly people send 
for the doctor when they feel 
really ill ! How eagerly they 
take his medicines, and follow 
his advice ! How frightened 
people would be, if they knew 
that there was a dreadful di- 
sease attacking themselves, 
and every body round them, 
and that there were no doc- 
tors to visit the sick ! 

If you really feel your sin 
to be a dangerous disease, you 
will be anxious to see a doc- 
tor. I am glad to tell you that 
there is one very near you. 
Our Saviour Jesus Christ is 
the Physician of the Soul. 
Ho is your only hope. His 
Blood alone cleanseth from all 
sin. In it you may wash, and 
be clccon. He said '' Him that 
cometh unto Me, I will in no 
wise cast out." You must 
keep this truth in your heart 
— that you are not saved by 
any feelings of your own, but 
by the medicine that is 
given to heal you. If, then, 
you penitently confess your 
sin to God, humbly asking to 
be forgiven for Curist's sake ; 
and if you pray to be guided 
by Gk)D's Holy Spirit in lead- 
ing a new life, your prayer 
will be heard. No priest on 
eartll can do you any good, 
and no prayers of your own 
can be of any use, except all 
be done in the Name of the 
Lord Jesus. 

Our Saviour is gone into 
Heaven, but He still heara 
c 



and helps us. We read in the 
Bible that He has left His 
ministers in the world to heal 
His people with the medicinoi 
which He has given to them., 
He ^^hath given to us the 
ministry of reconciliation." 
2 Car, v. 18. So, if you feel 
yourself to be a great sinner ; 
if you want help to ezajuine 
yourself ; if you want to know 
what your sickness is, and 
how you may be healed — ^in 
this case don't let these good 
thoughts leave you, but go to 
some clergyman, and ask his 
advice. When you go, take 
care that you do not deceive 
Mm, but tell him all that is 
on your mind. GU) to the 
clergyman just as you would 
go to the doctor — I mean, try 
to let him know what is wrong 
with you, being sure that you 
tell the worst part of your 
disease. He will teach you 
how to make a good Confes- 
sion. 



32.— ABSOLUTION. 

Good advice is all very well 
in its place, but it is not medi- 
cine. When people only fancy 
themselves ill, it may bo 
enough for the doctor to go 
and cheer them up, speaking 
comfortable words; and teUing 
them that they are not so bad 
as they thqught, but that, by 
taking care of themselves, 
they will soon be quite well 
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only delicate and weak, it 
may be enough even in this 
case for a doctor to give them 
good advice as to food, exer- 
cise, and such things, telling 
them how to guard against 
diseases that tibreaten. But 
when people are really ill and 
in danger, the doctor perhaps 
does not talk so much, but he 
does far more. He knows 
that good advice won't cure 
his patient, so he applies the 
proper remedies. 

Just so is it with your soul 
and its disease. If you only 
fancied yourself a sinner, or 
were only in danger of falling 
into sin for the first time, it 
might do for the clergyman 
to give you good advice, shew- 
ing you how to take comfort 
and rejoice in Gk)D*8 love to 
you. But sin, you know, is 
not a mere fancy : it is a very 
dreadful and a very real thing. 
So the physician of the soul 
does more than comfort you. 
He points you to the fountain 
open for sin, and tells you of 
the Precious Blood of Jesus. 
He urges you to come to Jesus 
and wash away all your stains. 
He tells you also of a way by 
which you may have that 
Blood applied to your soul. 
As you were washed from 
your sins in Holy Baptism, 
you may be washed again by 
the Absolution spoken to you 
in GoD*8 Name by His Priest. 
But I shall say more to you 
about this in the next Chapter. 



33.— GOING TO CONFES- 
SION. 

Many people in these days 
wish very much to go to Con- 
fession, ^d to receive Abso- 
lution ; out they cannot quite 
make up their minds to do so. 
Two thmgs, for the most part, 
keep them back. They don't 
like Confession, and they don't 
know the value of Absolution. 
A few words on each of these 
points may be of use to you. 

I. You don't like Confes- 
sion. But, before you make 
up your mind against it, think 
of these things — • 

1. God told the Jews to 
confess to their Priests. Lev, 
V. 5. Numb. V. 6, 7. 

2. When our Lobd sent 
His ministers to remit and 
retain sins. He did not mean 
that they should do this un- 
justly or carelessly, without 
knowing the sins of the people 
S» John XX. 23. 

3. The Prayer Book, in the 
first Exhortation to Holy Com- 
munion tells the people to 
"open their grief to their 
own Priest, or to some other, 
as often as they " cannot quiet 
their own conscience." Have 
you up to this time, perhaps 
for many years after your 
Confirmation, not gone to 
Holy Communion ? Then 
your conscience cannot safely 
be quiet ; and when by God's 
grace you are "grieved and 
wearied with the burden of 
your sins," you should " opea 
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your grief.*' On the other 
hand, are yon preparing for 
Gonunnnion with a qniet con- 
science? Why is your con- 
science qniet? Is it because 
you are without sin, or be- 
cause you are asleep? 

4. The "Visitation of the 
Sick" tells the priestto "move" 
the sick man to "a special 
confession of his sins, if he 
feel his conscience troubled 
with any weighty matter." 
Healthy people have souls to 
be saved as well as sick peo- 
ple. Are you troubled? K 
BO, make your confession. If 
not, is it because there is no 
weighty matter, or because 
you do not feel it and are not 
*' weary and heavy laden." 

6. You have done without 
confession so far; but you 
might do better, if you had 
this means of grace ? 

6. People maylaugh at you, 
if you go to confession ; but 
angels will rejoice over you, 
if you penitently seek any 
help that your soul needs. 

7. It is better to be ashamed 
here than to be condemned 
hereafter. 

8. GoD*8 Priest is a sinner 
like yourself. He now knows 
that you and he are sinners : 
after confession he may know 
you as a pardoned sinner. 
The clergy go to confession 
as well as the laity. 

9. GtOd'b Priest will not 
speak to any one about your 
Bins. It would be a very 

c2 



great sin for him to do this. 
He knows very well that he 
would lose his soul if he broke 
the seal of confession. 

10. Priests sometimes make 
mistakes. So do doctors and 
lawyers ; yet we go to them, 
when our lives and estates are 
in danger. Do you value 
your soul? Do you believe 
that it is in danger? 

n. You don't know the 
value of Absolution. But 
think of these things : — 

1. Jesus Christ healed a 
man sick of the palsy, that 
the people might know that 
" the Son of man hath power 
on earth to forgive sins." S, 
MattAx.6. Gk)D gave '*power 
unto meut" v. 8. 

2. Jesus Christ gave this 
power "in ear^A" (S. Matt, 
xxviii. 18) ^*tmto men," when 
He went into heaven — "As 
my Father hath sent Me, even 
so send I you. — " Receive ye 
the Holy Ghost: Whose soever 
sins ye remit, they are remit- 
ted unto them, and whose 
soever sins ye retain, they are 
retained." *S. John xx. 21, 22, 
23. S. Matt, xviii. 18. 

3. The Church of England 
takes the words of Jesus just 
as they stand, not denying 
them nor explaining them 
away. So the same words are 
spoken to each Priest of the 
Church of England, when he is 
ordained — " Receive the Holy 
Ghost ; — whose sins thou dost 
forgive, they are forgiven; 
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and whose sins thou dost re- 
tain, they are retained." 

4. Every Christian must 
receive the Holy Commnnion. 
So every one, who cannot with 
quiet conscience receive It, 
must ask the help of God's 
Priest, that he may be able to 
obey God's law. One of the 
Exhortations, to the Holy 
Communion in the Prayer 
Book tells people that the use 
of "opening their grief" is 
that they "may receive the 
benefit of absolution," as well 
as advice. 

5. The "Visitation of the 
Sick" in the Prayer Book tells 
the Priest to move the sick 
man to " a special confession 
of his sins," if his conscience 
is troubled, and gives an ab- 
solution that may be said after 
confession. Sick are often not 
80 near death as other people 
that seem quite well. Do not 
trust to a death-bed repen- 
tance. " Live this day as if 
thy last." If your soul is sick, 
God's priest will not deny you 
absolution, because your body 
is not sick too. 2 S, Tim. iv. 
2. 

6. No man can forgive you 
your sins. Never forget this. 
The Priest only acts for God, 
as he does in Holy Baptism, 
when sin is first washed away. 
And it would be a great sin 
for the priest to absolve you, 
if God had not told him to do 
this. Jesus Chbist is the One 
High Priest. 



7. The LoBD Jesus Christ 
would not have given this 
power of absolution to His 
priests, if He did not think it 
good or needful for His people. 
Does your soul need it ? 

One thing I must say to you 
before you read the next Chap- 
ter. You are not to think 
that a formal confession, made 
as a matter of duty, is enough. 
The blessings that God offers 
should b^ really desired. No- 
body is urged to accept the 
gift before his heart is pre- 
pared for it. From this you 
will see the reason why the 
Church advises confession 
only to the ''troubled," and 
offers absolution only to those 
that "desire it." (See ''Visi- 
tation of the Sick.") You see 
what good reason the Church 
has for these cautions. For 
Absolution, like Holy Com- 
munion, is a blessing only 
to those prepared for it. 



34.— HOW TO GO TO CON- 
FESSION. 

Many people have quite 
made up their mind that they 
ought to go to Confession, yet 
put it off. This is very wrong. 

There can be no good rea- 
son for delay. If God puts a 
good thought into your heart, 
the sooner you carry it out 
the better. Go to your parish 
clergyman, or to some other 
priest who will help you, and 
tell him what you want. Lia* 
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ten to th» advice he gives 
you, and then prepare your- 
self in good earnest for the 
gift that God offers you. 

First Confession is the most 
important of all. So, if you 
have not been to confession 
before, you had better read 
this "Part" With the help 
given to you, look back upon 
the whole of your past Ufe. 
To do this well you may have 
to divide your life into two, 
three, or even more parts, 
finding out the sins of one 
part after another. 

If you have been to confes- 
sion before, all you have to do 
is to look back upon the time 
that has passed since your 
last confession. But, if you 
think of any sins not before 
confessed, you should now 
confess them. 

When you have done your 
best to find out your sins, you 
had better write out your 
confession, or at least notes of 
it, to use when jou go to the 
priest. If you don't do this, 
you may be sorry to find that 
you have forgotten many 
things that you ought to have 
eaid. 

You may make your pre- 
paration at home or in the 
Church, taking care that you 
give yourself enough time for 
the work. The last thing 
you must do is to kneel down 
humbly, and think of the 
wrong things you have to con- 
fess; adding some of the De- 



votions in Chapters 35 — 38, or 
others like them. 

When you go to your con- 
fessor, keep in mind that 
Jesus Christ has sent him to 
you — that your Saviour knows 
the depths of your heart, and 
will Himself come to be your 
Judge. Kneel down, and 
think that you are at the feet 
of Jesus on His Cross, Who 
is ready to save you, and to 
wash you from your sins in 
His own most Precious Blood. 
When you see that the priest 
is ready, you may say, " Fa- 
ther, give me your Blessing, 
for I have sinned." When 
the blessing has been given, 
you may begin thus :— 

I confess to Almighty Gk)D, 
before all the company of 
Heaven, and to thee, my fa- 
ther, that I have sinned very 
much, in thought, word, and 
deed, through my fault, 
through my own fault, 
through my most grievous 
fault. [Here you may ' ' smite" 
your breast, if you like. S. 
Luke xviii. 13 ; xxiii. 48.] 
Especially I accuse myself 
that since my last confession, 
which was ago, I have — 

Then name your sins fully, 
plainly, and humbly, in a 
clear voice, and not too fast. 
Speak to God all that is in 
your heart, as if it was the 
last time you* were to ask for 
mercy. After you have done 
this, you may end with thftsft 
■woxdB : — 
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For these and all the other 
sins of my life I am heartily 
sorry ; I desire to amend my 
life ; I hmnbly ask pardon of 
God, and of you, my father, 
penance, counsel, and absolu- 
tion. 

Listen to all that your 
priest says to you. Answer 
him with truth, and as plainly 
as you can. Be ready to do 
all that he tells you, and to 
follow his advice about keep- 
ing from sin. When the 
priest says the words of Abso- 
lution, receive the gift with 
a thankful heart, and hear 
Jesus saying to you some 
words of peace like these — 
*' Thy sins are forgiven — go 
in peace — sin no more, lest a 
worse thing come unto thee." 
S. Luke vii. 48, 60. S. John 
V. 14. 

Do not talk idly to others 
about your confession or theirs. 
It is a very great sin to trifle 
with serious things. But go 
and thank God for His mercy, 
and make good resolves. 



85.— A GENERAL CON- 
FESSION. 

Father, I have sinned a- 
gainst Heaven and before 
Thee. I am no more worthy 
to be called Thy child. 

But I am sorry for my sins. 

and I return to Thee. cast 

hot out my soul. Turn not 

Thy mercy from me. Thou 

Iisst been very good to me, 



Lord teach me tQ pray to 
Thee, and spare me now. 

My God, I am vile, but I 
am thine. save me, and 
despise not the work of Thine 
own hands. Thou Lord, 
didst take me out of the dust 
of the ground, and didst form 
me after Thine own image* 
Thou gavest me the breath of 
life, with all my powers of 
body and soul. Thou hast 
kept me in life, and saved me 
from many dangers even to 
this hour. Lord draw nigh 
unto my soul and save it. 

In Thy great mercy Then 
wast pleased to make me one 
of thy faithful and elect chil- 
dren, when I was bom again 
in the waters of Holy Baptism. 
Then I was made Thine own. 
From that day Thou hast 
given me the power to serve 
and to love Thee. But I have 
grieved thy Holy Spirit, and 
sinned against Thy grace. 

I confess that I have lost 
my purity, and provoked Thy 
anger. Yet I have been 
spared, while death has taken 
away many sinners in the 
midst of of the sins and f oUies 
of their youth . I sinned daily, 
and daily Thou didst wait to 
be gracious. I fled and Thou 
soughtest me. I wearied my- 
self with sinning, and Thou 
wast not weary of bearing 
with me. How often have I 
been warned by words of love 
and deeds of kindness, by 
threats of anger, and by tor- 
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rible judgments! Tet I have 
gone on in sin. I have used 
all my powers to o£Fend Thee, 
and have even made the work 
of Thy hands to rebel against 
Thee. My feet have run to 
evil. My hands have been 
opened to covetonsness. My 
eyes have gazed upon vanity. 
My ears have hearkened to 
lies. My heart has turned 
away from Thee, ]J|y affec- 
tions have been set on things 
of the world. I have not 
thought of Thy law and of 
Thy commandments; but I 
have sought out ways of 
breaking them. Thou hast 
appointed all things to serve 
Thee; I have made use of 
them to o£Fend Thee, Thou 
hast given me all things need- 
ful, that I might give them 
and myself to Thee; I have 
taken all to myself and rob- 
bed Thee. My health and 
strength have been used 
against Thee; yet Thou, in 
Thy mercy, hast moved the 
tongue that blasphemed Thee, 
governed the members that 
offended Thee, maintained the 
wretched sinner who, at Thy 
cost, served Thine enemies. 

And Oh! my Father — great- 
est sin of all — I have taken 
occasion from the knowledge 
of Thy mercy to go on still in 
my wickedness. The means 
to destroy sin has been to me 
a motive of sinning. Because 
Thou art so good, I thought I 
might be wicked. Because 



Thou didst not punish my 
sins, I went on sinning. Be- 
cause of Thy great benefits, I 
have committed against Thee 
great offences. I have abused 
Thy mercy. How then can I 
hope for mercy ? 

What must I do ? I truly 
know that I deserve not to ap- 
pear before Thee, or to lift up 
my eyes to Thee. But whi- 
ther can I go ? Where can I 
hide myself from Thee ? To 
whom can I go but to Thee ? 

Thou, Lord, art my Father 
and the Father of Mercies. I 
have ceased to act as a child, 
but. Thou hast not left off to 
treat me as a Father. I have 
done all that could lead to my 
destruction; but Thou hast 
still in Thee all that is need- 
ful for my salvation. Thou 
hast made me, and saved me, 
and kept me. 

If Thou cast me away, 
who will receive me ? If 
Thou forsake mo, who will 
take me up ? I can call upon 
none but Thee. From none 
but Thee can I find relief. 

Father, I come to Thee ; I 
throw myself at Thy feet ; I 
smite upon my breast ; I hum- 
bly beg Thy mercy. Ac- 
knowledge a strayed sheep, 
that returns to Thee. I 
am wounded ; Thou canst heal 
me. I am hungry; Thou 
canst feed me. I am filthy ; 
Thou canst wash me. Thou 
canst save the dying : Thou 
canst r&lee iVi'^ ^^ai^* ^Ttcj 
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mercy is greater than my 
guilt : Thy goodness exceeds 
my sinfulness. Thou canst 
pardon more sins than I can 
commit. I have sinned, but 
Thou canst save. God be 
merciful to me a sinner. 



36.— PRAYERS OF PENI- 
TENCE. 

God ! I kneel before Thee 
with contrite heart, most 
humbly confessing my evil 
nature and wicked life. My 
thoughts, words, and deeds 
have been full of sin, and my 
heart cries out against me. 
But Ihou art greater than 
my heart, and knowest all 
that I have done. 

Searcher of hearts I Thou 
knowest how often I have 
vowed to serve Thee better, 
and how shamefully I have 
broken my vows. I have be- 
gun to seek Thy face; and 
have gone back to vanity, and 
lost myself in it. 

With grief of heart and 
shame of face I confess that 
I have by word and example 
[and by — ] led others to rebel 
against Thoo ; and have shared 
the guilt of their sins. Thou 
hast boon and art to me a good 
and gracious God ; but I have 
been unworthy and vilo. 

Lord, for Thy tender mer- 
cies' sake, let my sins, which 
are many, be forgiven mo. 
And let Thy Holy Spirit teach 
and help mo to live in purity 



and truth beforeThee. Lighten 
my darkness by the brightnera 
of Thy truth. Warm my 
heart with the fire of love. 
God, be merciful to me a sin- 
ner, for Jesus Chbist's sake. 
Amen. 

merciful God, Thou hast 
shewed great mercy to me, 
and hast done great things 
for me ; but I have wandered 
away fia»m Thee. I have often 
resolved and promised tp 
amend my life, but have re- 
turned again to my evil way. 
I have sinned against the 
light of Thy gospel and Thy 
great love to me, against the 
ten'ors of Thy law, the rebukes 
of Thy Spirit, and the checks 
of my own conscience. Lord, 
if Thou wilt, Thou canst make 
me clean. Absolve me, I pray 
Thee, from the guilt of sin ; 
save me from its punishment ; 
cleanse me from its stain; 
free me from its power. For- 
give my folly, and strengthen 
my weakness. Draw me by 
Thy grace here, and crown 
me with Thy glory hereafter ;

39.— GOING TO CHURCH. 

Many people think that 
they need not go to Chm-ch. 
They sit at home, and per- 
haps read a little in their 
Bibles. This, they tell ns, is 
all that God asks from them. 

This is a great sin. For, 
you know, we are not saved 
by going straight to God the 
Father. Jesus Christ says, 
**No man cometh unto the 
Father, but by Me." We 
must come to Jesus, or we 
need not try to come at all. 
And Jesus has told us how 
to come to Him. We " must 
be bom again " of water and 
of the Spirit. It is only as 
members of His Church that 
the Lord Jesus Christ re- 
ceives us. When we are bap- 
tized into the Church of 
Christ, then Christ owns us 
as His people. It is very plain 
that we must act like mem- 
bers of Christ's Church, or 
we lose the blessings we have 
got by being bom into it. 
Even though there were no 
special blessings to be got at 
Church, we would lose our 
place in the Church of Christ, 
if we never came to claim it. 
Keep in mind those words of 

D 



God — "Not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves to- 
gether, as the manner of some 
is." Heb. X. 25. Is that your 
manner ? 

Church Services. 

You will find the Services 
of the Church in your Prayer 
Book. Morning Prayer or 
Mattins, Litany, and Evening 
Prayer or Evensong, are the 
chief services that are in con- 
stant use. Most of the Prayers 
and portions of Holy Scrip- 
tui-e in them have been in the 
Church Services for many 
hundred years. It is a very 
good thing for you to go to 
Church and j oin in the prayers, 
as often as you can — and that 
not on Sundays only, but on 
week-days too. Take cai'e to 
join in the service with your 
heart and your lips. \_Prai/ers 
be/ore and after Service^p. 80.] 

Divine Service. 

Only one of the Services 
used at Church has God as 
its author, and is in this sense 
Divine. The Sacrament of 
the Altar was ordained by the 
Lord Jesus Christ Himself. 
He did not appoint any other 
Service. He gave us one 
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Prayer — the Lord's Prayer — 
and told ua, " when we pray," 
to use it. So, as He also gave 
us one Service, we maybe sure 
that " when " we meet in 
Church to worship God, we 
must put that Service in the 
highest place. 1 Cor. xi. 1 8, 20. 
The Divine Service has 
many names : — 

1. The Sacrament of the 
Altar; because of the place 
where It is celebrated. Heb. 
xiii. 10. 

2. The Sacrament of the 
Body and Blood of Christ ; 
because of the Presence of our 
Savioui*'s Body and Blood on 
the Altar in this Service. 1 
Cor. xi. 27. 

3. The Eucharist ; because 
it is an oiTering of thcmks and 
praise to GoD. This word is 
applied to the service in the 
Bible. 1 Cor. xiv. 16. 1 iS. 
Tim. ii. 1. 

4. The Mass; either because 
of the words with which the 
people are in some countries 
sent away at the end of the 
service, or bocuuse It is the 
Chi'ibtian Sacrifice. This 
word is in such names as 
Christmas, Candlemas, and 
Lammas. 1 Cor. xi. 26. 

5. The Lord's Supper ; be- 
cause in It we eat the Flesh 
of Christ, and drink His 
Blood. 

6. The Holy Communion ; 
because in it we are made one 
with Christ, and Christ with 
IIS. 1 Cor. X. 16. 



7. The Liturgy ; because 
it is the Sei-vice that God gave, 
and in which His Priests 
minister. Acts xiiL 2. 

It is offered chiefly for four 
ends : — 

1. For the honour and glory 
of God. 

2. As an offering of thanks 
and praise to God for what 
He gives us. 

3. For getting pardon of 
sin from God. 

4. For seeking help and 
blessing through Jesus 
Christ. 

You ouffht to attend the 
Church Services often : you 
musf^ if be a Christian, attend 
the Divine Service as often as 
you can. You cannot put any 
ordiuauco of man above the 
ordinance of God, which He 
appointed for constant use in 
Ilis Church. Don't put the 
Church above the Saviour : 
if you do this, you sin very 
much, and must pray for par- 
don. Y^ou must not choose 
the service you like best, or 
go to Church at the time that 
is most convenient. Your 
duty is to ask when the Di- 
vine Service is used and to 
attend It. After you have 
done this, you may go to the 
Church Services, if you can. 



40.— THE REAL PRES- 
ENCE. 

All the names given by the 
Church to the Divine Service, 
and mentioned in the laat 
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chapter, may be used by Chris- 
tian peo|de. Indeed, the best 
way is to keep them all in mind ; 
for each of them tells as some- 
tiiing about the doctrine of the 
Service. They do not teach us 
diffa«nt doctrines, but diffe- 
rent parts of the same doc- 
trine. There is one great 
doctrine of this Sacrament 
which is taught us, more or 
less, bv all the seven names. 
That doctrine is the truth of 
the Real Presence of the Lord 
Jests in the Sacrament. Let 
me show vou how needful it 
it is to hold this truth firmlv. 

It is the Presence of our 
Saviour on earth that saves 
US — "■ Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners." 
1 S. Tim. i. 15. It is true, 
for God tells us, that Jesus 
Christ was made mim — that 
He was an infant, a child, a 
youth, a man of sorrows. But 
we ask, Is Jesus present with 
ns now? He is gone into 
Heaven, and will come again. 
In the meantime is Ho present 
or absent ? 

The Lord Himself has told 
us the truth. You will find 
what He says about it in S. 
Matt. xxvi. 26-28 ; S. Mark 
xiv. 22-24 ; S. Luke xxii. 19, 
20; and 1 Cor. xi. 23-25. 
Jesus took bread and blessed 
it, and brake it, and said of it, 
This is Mt Body. He took 
wine and blessed it, and said 
of it, This is My Blood. We 
must take these precious 
d2 



words just as they itand, and 
trv to beUeve them. 

It will not be hard for ns 
to believe what God says, if 
we think of His power and 
His goodness. He Who gave 
His Son to die for ns can giv« 
Him to be our Food. G<>D 
fed His people in the wilder- 
ness with bread from heaven^ 
Extxi. xiv. 4 ; and Jbsus says 
that He is "the true bread 
from heaven." 8. John vi. 
32. The Lord's Pmyer teach- 
es U3 to pray for daily bread ; 
and the Lord savs, "The 
bread that I will give is My 
Flesh, which I will give for 
the life of the world." iS. 
John vi. 51. Even the devil 
believetl that Jesus could turn 
stouos into bi*oad ; and Chris- 
tian people cauuot doubt that 
Ho can give His Body under 
the form of broad. Jesus, 
Who changed water into wino 
— «S. John ii. — can give llis 
Blood mider tho fonu of wine. 
We must not wait for our oves 
to tell US that Jesus is present; 
for '* we walk by faith, not bv 
sight." 2 Cor. v. 7. And If 
wo ask how wo aro to walk 
by faith in this caao, wo loam 
from S. Paul that "faith Com- 
eth by hoariug, and hearing 
by tho word of God." liom, 
X. 17. It is no matter what 
wo see: wo aro to b(»liove what 
we hear ; and Jesus, tho Word 
of God, says of tho Broad and 
Wine — This is My Body — 
Tms IS My Blood. 
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There are two things ahout 
the Real Presence that we 
must be sure to believe : — 

1. It is the LoBD Jesus 
Chbist Himself that comes to 
us in the Sacrament of the 
Altar. He comes to ns in 
His two natures, both God 
and Man. For you know that 
our Blessed Saviour has not 
cast off His Human Body, but 
is still and for ever both God 
and Man — God as He was 
from the beginning in His 
glory — Man with His glorified 
Body. Jesus, the Son of God, 
came once from heaven and 
was made man; Jesus, the 
Son of Man, went up to hea- 
ven; Jesus, God and Man, 
comes down now to the altars 
of His Church. 

2. The Lord Jesus is really 
present in the Sacrament of 
the Altar. It is not that you 
think He is present with you, 
or feel that Divine Presence. 
It is not fancy, but truth. As 
Jesus once ^'came unto His 
own, and His own received 
Him not," — S. John i. 11,— so 
He comes now to the worthy 
and the unworthy. Jesus 
was Present to **the disciple 
whom Jesus loved" and to 
" the traitor." Our faith does 
not make Jesus Present : our 
unbelief does not make Jesus 
Absent. Man is nothing and 
can do nothing. God is the 
only worker. God only can 
make God Present anywhere. 
Nothing but the mighty words 



of Jesus, spoken by His Priests 
in the Consecration Prayer, 
can ** bring Chbist down from 
above." Rom. x. 6. It is not, 
then, a matter of feeling or of 
fancy. We do not feel Gop's 
influence in the Blessed Sa^ 
crament. We do not make 
Him Present by our faith. 
We beUeve that He is Present. 



41 .—SACRIFICE. 

There is only one true and 
perfect Sacrifice — ^the offering 
of om* Lord Jesus Christ on 
"the Cross to take away our 
sins. The sacrifices under 
the Law only showed forth 
that one sacrifice, till Jesus 
came. Now, in the Sacra- 
ment of the Altar we *' shew 
the Lord's death till He come " 
again. 1 Cor, xi. 26. 

Our Christian Sacrifice is 
not like the Jewish sacrifices. 
Under the Law " the blood of 
bulls and goats " was offered ; 
but now we have the offering 
of **the Precious Blood of 
Christ, as of a Lamb, with- 
out blemish and without spot." 
1 S. Peter i. 19. For Jesus 
said, " The bread that I will 
give is My Flesh ;" and gives 
us, at the Altar, His Body, 
" broken " and His Blood 
« shed." 

When you think of the 
Christian Sacrifice, keep these 
two things in mind : — 

1. There is only one High 
Priest. The Jewish Priest- 
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hood is gone. The Lobd 
Jesus Christ is our great 
High Priest, after the order 
of Melchisedeck. He brings 
forth Bread and Wine for us. 
Heh, iv. 14, V. 10 ; Gen. xiv. 
18. The Priests, that He has 
sent out, do nothing of them- 
selves. They only do what 
the High Priest told them. 
S. Luke xxii. 19. 

2. There is only one Sacri- 
fice. All the Jewish sacri- 
fices are gone. The Lobd 
Jesus Christ offered one 
Sacrifice on the Cross, and 
there can be no other. Be- 
sides, that one sacrifice can 
never be repeated. It can 
only be pleaded and applied 
in the way God appoints. 

In one way the Lord Jesus 
offered Himself to God all 
His life on earth ; in another 
way, when He " brought 
forth Bread and Wine;** in 
another way, when He was 
cmcified. This one offering 
is now applied in two ways — 
Jesus pleads His sacrifice for 
ns in Heaven^ by "appearing 
in the presence of God for us," 
Heh, ix. 24; Jesus pleads 
His sacrifice for us on earthy 
when He "appears" on the 
altars of His Church. 

You see, then, what the 
Christian Sacrifice means. 
Jesus is our one High Priest: 
therefore He has Priests to 
serve under Him on earth. 
The one Sacrifice of the Cross 
is perfect : therefore it is plead- 



ed continually in Heaven and 
earth to save our souls. 

"We have an altar ^ for 
sacrifice, and are " partakers 
of the Lord's tahle.^ Heb, 
xiii. 10; 1 Cor. x. 21. Either 
word will do. All Christians 
are sacrificing priests; for 
they join in the sacrifice which 
the appointed priests offer in 
the Name of the High Priest. 
1 S, Peter ii. 5 ; 1 Cor. x. 1$. 



42.— COMPANION TO THE 
ALTAR. 
Communion in the Prayers, 
The last three Chapters set 

before you what you must do 

to get the benefits of the Sa» 

crament of the Altar. 

1. It is, you see. the Divine 
Service ; that is, it is appointed 
by God. So you must attend 
this service. 

2. The Lord Jesus Christ 
is present in It ; so you must 
" come before His Presence " 
as q/l?«n as you can. P«.xcv. 2. 

3. It is the Christian Sacri- 
fice — the Service by which 
we join on earth in the work 
of Christ in Heaven, and 
plead for all the benefits of 
our Saviour's death. So yon 
must with all your heart join in 
the service when you come to it. 

For all these reasons Chris- 
tians take delight in decora- 
ting the Altar with its orna- 
ments, and doing all they can 
to show their faith and love. 
Jesus lay in a manger once : 

let Hirn VxSbS^ ^ \}QXQTk!6 T^^'^ > 
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Even if you have not yet 
received the Holy Communion, 
you may attend the service 
and have Communion in the 
Prayers. Don't give up the 
smaller blessing because you 
cannot yet claim the greater. 
You cannot leam to come to 
Jesus by staying away from 
Him. As a baptized Christian 
you have a i-ight to attend 
this service. Use what you 
have well, and God will give 
you more : "He that hath, to 
him shall be given." S. Mark 
iv. 25. 

TJie Communion Service. 

The Lord's Service begins 
with the Lord's Prayer and 
a short Collect. Then the 
Priest reads the Ten Com- 
mandments ; the people nine 
times pray for mercy and 
grace, and after the Tenth 
Commandment, beseech God 
to write all His laws in their 
hearts. The Collect for the 
Church and Queen comes 
next. Then you turn to the 
Collect for the Day. After it 
the Epistle is read. The 
Holy Gospel, which comes 
next, has in it some of our 
Saviour's words or tells us of 
Him, so all stand up when it 
is read. In the Creed we have 
the faith of the Gospel in the 
words of the Church ; and in 
the Sei-mon, when there is 
one, we have some teaching 
on the Goapelf or the Creed, 
or Bome other part of the 



truth from one of God's mi- 
nisters. Before the Sermon 
notices are given out, and the 
people are told of the Feasts 
and Fasts. 

After the Sermon the peo- 
ple make offerings to God of 
money — " They shall not ap- 
pear before the Lord empty.'* 
Deut. xvi. 16. All Christians 
should offer what they can to 
God. But, if you have no 
money, you can join equally 
with other people in the 
greater offering. The money 
is given to God on the Altar ; 
but the offering that God re- 
quires is the Bread and Wine, 
which are, at this part of the 
Service, presented on the 
Altar by the Priest, as the 
Church orders. The Prayer 
for the Church is then read. 
In it we ask God to accept 
our alms and offerings, that 
is, the money and the Bread 
and Wine. Then, in the same 
prayer, we ask blessings for 
all set over God's people in 
the Church and State, and 
for all the people of God. 

You will find that three 
long exhortations follow here. 
The first of them will help 
you to prepare for receiving 
the Communion ; the second 
shows you the great need of 
receiving It; and the third 
the great danger of coming 
imprepared. These exhorta- 
tions are sometimes used 
during the Service. Then fol- 
\o77B a E\iOTt> exhortation be- 
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ginning with the words — "Ye 
that 4o tnily." It tells us, in 
few words, what we ought to 
be when we come to receive 
the Blessed Sacrament. Next 
come the Confession, Absolu- 
tion, and some words of com- 
fort from the Bible. Then, 
in preparation for the solemn 
part of the Service which is 
to follow, the Priest says to 
the people, **Lift up your 
hearts." After this, we find 
the "Preface," so called be- 
cause it is an offering of praise 
that corms before the Conse- 
cration. At the end of the 
Preface comes the angels' song 
spoken of in the Preface. All 
the people begin to join in 
this at the words "Holy, Holy, 
Holy." The prayer "We do 
not presume," like tlfe Con- 
fession and other parts of the 
Service, may be joined in by 
all who, at the time, are about 
to receive the Communion, or 
intend soon to prepare them- 
selves for It. 

All that has been said so 
far is only the preparation for 
that which is indeed the Di- 
vine Service — I mean the 
CoNSECEATioN, in which the 
Priest speaks the words and 
performs the acts given by 
our Saviour Himself. When 
the prayer is said, bow down 
humbly and worship the 
Lord — '* seeing Him Who is 
invisible." During the Com- 
munion of the Priest and of 
the people, there is time for 



adoration and prayer. Do 
not lose these few precious 
minutes. Worship the Lord 
Jesus, Who comes to hear 
you and to bless you. '* Let 
your requests be made known 
unto God." 

When the Priest begins the 
Lord's Prayer say it after 
him, praying earnestly for 
the " daily bread " which the 
Lord gives to His people. 
Then in the Prayer that fol- 
lows make an offering of your- 
self, with all you have and are, 
in union with the offering of 
Christ. The angels' hymn, 
" Glory be to God on high,'* 
teaches you again to adore 
your Saviour with all your 
heart. Then with the blessing 
of God's peace you may go to 
your home with gladness and 
thankfulness. Do not go away 
from Church, or even rise 
from your knees, till the Priest 
has left the altar. Think of 
the Service in which you have 
joined. Thank God for all 
his benefits. Ask Him to 
forgive the defects of your 
prayers, and to accept them 
for Jesus Christ's sake.

You can make an Act of 
Spiritual Communion at any 
time, either at Church or at 
home, when you do not receive 
the Holy Communion. When 
you attend the Sacrament of 
the Altar, you may use this 
devotion instead of some of 
those "After the Consecra- 
tion," which are given in the 
last Chapter : — 

Load, I am not worthy that 
Thou shouldest come under 
my roof ; but speak the word 
only, and my soul shall be 
healed. 

Lord Jbsub, I believe that 
Thou art truly present in the 
Most Holy Sacrament. I adore 
Thee ; I am sorry that I have 
offended Thee, I love Thee.

45._-GOING TO COMMU- 
NION. 
If you attend Church often, 
and join in the Prayers of the 
Communion Service, you will 
desire also to receive the Holy 
Communion. Perhaps you 
have felt this longing, but 
have never yet dared to come 
to the altar. What keeps you 
away? Examine yourself and 
see what the reason is. J)Jo- 
thing ought to keep you away. 
For instance — 

1. You are not fit to come 
to Communion. If you mean 
by this that you are living in 
sin, then you are not fit. But, 
remember this, you are not 
fit to die. 

2. You are not good enough. 
K yon mean that you are try- 
ing to be good, and find it hard 
to keep from sin, then you 
ought to copie. The blessing 



of Communion is for **the 
strengthening and refreshing" 
of weak and sorrowful souli 
like yours. [See Church Cate- 
chism.'] 

3. You don't know enough. 
But you are not asked to know 
a great deal. You are only 
asked to believe God's truth. 
If you have faith, you will very 
soon learn all that is needed. 

4. You have too many cares. 
For this very reason yon 
should come to Commxmion. 
The more the world drags 
you down, the more you need 
God's help against it. 

5. Some people go to Com- 
munion, and get no good by 
it. If they come unworthily, 
lot this warn you to come 
worthily, and prepare yourself 
for receiving so great a bless- 
ing- 

6. Your neighbours will 

scoff at you. Don't mind this. 
Pray for them and for your- 
self. It is better that your 
neighbours should laugh at 
you, than that God should 
mourn over you. The Lobd 
Jesus asks you to confess 
Him before men. Take up 
your cross, and follow Him. 

7. You are afraid of falling 
back after Communion. You 
ought to fear this. But you 
ought also to fear keeping 
back now. Besides, you will 
get help from God, if you 
seek it ; and, if you do God's 
will in this one thing. He will 
hear your prayers, whep joj\ 
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Ask Him to help you in other 
duties. 

8. The Communion is a very 
solemn thing. Yet, it is ; for 
the Lord Jesus, your Saviour ^ 
is present in it. But you will 
have to stand before Him 
some day as your Judge. He 
is now your Saviour, as kind 
and good as ever He was when 
He walked on earth ; and He 
says '' Como unto Me." 

Believe it, there ia danger 
in coming unworthily ; but 
there is also danger in stay- 
ing away unwoi-thily. Jesus 
Christ has said, •' Except ye 
eat the fleah of the Son of Man, 
and drink His blood, ye have 
no life in you." S. John vi. 53. 



46. — HOW TO GO TO 
COMMUNION. 

Do not go to Communion 
without preparation. Ask your 
clergyman to help you. Be 
very carefiU about your First 
Communion. Think of the 
great Ijlcasing you seek. " Pre- 
pare to meet thy GoD." 

You perhaps think that you 
are too yoang to be a commu- 
nicant. You are not too young, 
if you are old enough to sin, 
to ro])ont of sin, and to desire 
help to keep from sin. 

You should receive the Holy 
Communion, if possible, at an 
early sorvice, and before you 
have taken any food. 

Devotions before Communion, 
In the Name of the -f- Fa- 



ther, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

Our Father. I beUeve. 

Help me, Lord, to call my 
own ways to remembrance, 
and seriously think of the er- 
rors of the past ; that I may 
enjoy the benefits of the Holy 
Sacrament and the blessings 
of the Heavenly Feast. [See 
Instructions and DevotioTiSf 
Part //.] 

Lot Thy Holy Spirit so as- 
sist me, most gracious Fa- 
ther, that my preparation for 
the Blessed Sacrament mjiy 
be earnest and devout. Let 
nothing take away my heart 
from Thee, or change my re- 
solves. Let me so eat the 
Flesh of Christ and drink 
His Blood; that, when I go 
henco, I may be admitted to 
the Marriage Supper of the 
Lamb ; through the same 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

[Add one or more of these 
Psalms— G3, 65, 84, 8o, 86.] 

Dm'ing the Service you may 
use some of the Devotions 
given in Chapter 42. Before 
you go to the Altar say — Lord 
Jesus I adore Thee ; I })elieve 
that Thou art present in this 
Sacrament ; I hope in Thee ; 
I love Thee ; I desire to re- 
ceive Thee, that I may feed 
on Thee, and never bo sepa- 
rated from Thee. 

At the Altar say — Lord, I 
am not worthy that Thou 
shouldest como under my roof ; 
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but speak the word only, and 
my soiil shall be healed. 

When the Priest comes to 
you vrith the paten, open both 
your hands, and lay the right 
hand on the left in the form 
of a cross. After the words 
of the Priest, say — •' Amen.'* 
When the Priest comes to vou 
with the chalice, drink a fcw 
drops, saying "Amen" as be- 
fore.

How should I turn my heart 
within me, that cannot tnm 
mvself on mv bed ?

LcttD^ 
by the experience I have now 
had in sickness, let me learn 
the need and the wisdom, —
